1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
applicants' argument and amendment, previous 112, first paragraph rejection on claim 7 
is hereby withdrawn. Present claims 7 and 21 are allowed. As previously argued by 
applicants (see response filed on March 13, 2007), Tomaru et al (JP'845) does not 
teach or suggest present step of forming a core layer of a photosensitive composition by 
a spin-coating method so as to provide a thickness that achieves a single-mode optical 
waveguide.
